After hiring a tazicad In which to
make a qiick escape, Walter Kamin-
sky, Main and Cotton streets, Mana-
yunk, stols a brief case containing
gold nuggets and mine plans and also
a bag belonging.to Dadward A, Cowley,
mining engineer, of #00 Chestnut
street, according to the police, from
the Reading Terminal, The theft oc-

curred wolle Mr, Cowley was buying
n ticket,

Kaminsky was arrested and held in
$600 bail for a further hearing by Mag.

istrate Coward today. He was falrly
well dressed, but refused to say a word
at the formal hearing. No one appeared
against him. Up to the present time
the police have n uoable to get in
touch with Mr. Cowley.

The case Is a mystery becaunse of the
somnewhat conflicting statements of Ka-
minsky when he was arrested.

Kaminsky said he wan ignorant of the
importance of the paper stolen and
sought to create the impression that he
was just a fellow down and out who
took anything he could get.

Police Belleve Otherwise

Police belleve otherwise and started
an Investigation to see whether Kamin-
sky was acting In behalf of some con-
cern which might be atriving to obtain
information nnrdlni the concern of
Cowley, Eastman & Co., of which Mr,
Cowley {s u member,

Kaminsky's arrest was brought about
by John Kelly, a taxicab driver, of
Bixteenth and Arch streets,

While Kelly was standing In front of
the Terminal Kaminsky approached and
snald he would want him {n a few min-
utes. He entered the Terminal and re-
appeared nlmost immediately with a
hundbag dand large elaborate griel‘ ense,

*‘Manayunk, quick,’” he said to Kelly,
and the driver atarted in that (irection
via Broad street. After the cub started
Kaminsky shouted the Manayunk ad-
dress he wanted to be tnken to through
the cab window.

Sees Haminsky on Streed

' On reaching the Main street house in
quick time Kaminsky told Kelly to
wait n Yew minutes and he would bring
him tha fare. Kelly waited for more
than twenty minutes. Then on refiect-
ing over his pnysenger's mystrtfons ne-
tlons became suspicious, FHe started
for the police station and accidentally
encountered Kaminsky on the street.

Kelly demanded his money imme-
diately and asked Kaminsky why he
had disappeared. Kaminsky was still
carrying the luvua he had brought
from the terminal,

“'T thought T hnd enough money with
me, but found I was mistaken,” he
said, By a quick move Kelly pulled
the bag and brief case from the grasp
of Kamineky and said he would keep
them until Knminsky obtained the fare.
He gave Kamineky Lis address and then
drove to his office on Arch street.

Suspicions Aroused

His mngiclonu aroused, Kelly exam-
ined the baggage he was holdinf for
security. In the brlef case he found
several gold nuggets, several vials con.
taining gold dust and the photographa
and plana of gold mines, He conchuded
that such articles were not the prop-
erty of his late passenger and informed
detective headgquarters,

Detectlves Brown and Quinn were
sent to Kaminsky'a home, They
searched the house, but could not find
him. They walted on the front steps
for more than hnlf an hour when Ka-
minshy finally arrived. Ilo was charged
with the robbery. At first he was in-
dignant ant denied the charge. Finally
he admitted it, police say.

Was “Hard Up"

"I was hard up and needed the
money,'' he sald, according to Detec-
tive Hrown. 2

Arked why he had planned to pull
such a cunning job, Kaminsky became
confused. He denled that any one else
had any connection with It,

At detective headquarters further
search of the luggage brought to light
letters addressed to Mr. Cowley, It
was notlced that there wuns a big,
rough-looking cut in the handbag, Ka-
minsky sald he tried to open the bag
with a knife, In view of his appar-
ent haste, the police belleve that he
wanted to get the contents quickly and
leave the taxicab while it was en route
to Manayunk.
